Old Home Week in 1904 had a grand celebration 


By CAPT.

Founder of the Town Crier 


The third day of August 1904 
was a big day for Wilmington. It 
was the third day in a week 
which had been named Old 
Home Week. 

Many former residents had 
returned to be in Wilmington 
that week. The churches had spe- 
cial services. On Wednesday 
there was a parade, starting at 10 
a.m. Postmaster Milton Holt was 
the parade marshall. 

That parade was probably the 
longest one ever held in Wil- 
mington. It started at the Town 
Hall, went up to the Square and 
down Main Street to Middlesex 
Avenue. It then went the entire 
length of Middlesex Avenue, to 
Salem Street, where it turned 
right to the North School, at the 
corner of Ballardvale Street. 
From there it returned to the 
Town Hall. 

The total distance was just un- 


der six miles. Most of the partic- 
ipants rode in buggies or wagons, 
there being very few cars in exis- 
tence in 1904. Four policemen led 
the parade, marching the whole 
six miles. The 38 members of the 
Wilmington Fire Department 
also marched the entire distance, 
along with the North Reading 
Brass Band and the Chelsea 
Drum Corps. 

Robert Gowing was the chair- 
man of Old Home Week. John T. 
Wild, superintendent of the 
Union Ice houses at Silver Lake 
was the treasurer, and school- 
teacher Carrie Swain was the 
secretary. Two other committee 
members were J. Howard Eames 
and Maria Carter, daughter of 
William H. Carter of High Street. 
Of course selectmen Herbert 
Buck, Edward A. Carter and 
Eugene Shaw, were also on the 
committee. The selectmen rode 
in a barouche, along with Town 
Clerk James E. Kelley, immedi- 
ately behind the band. 

Albert Butters was the mar- 
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shall of the first division. Civil 
War and Spanish War veterans 
were in a barge, as it was called, 
as were a number of school chil- 
dren. Then came a fire wagon, 
with Chief Engineer Caleb Har- 
riman and assistant Frank W. 
Kidder. 

Harriman had founded the fire 
department a year earlier after a 
fire had wiped out part of 
Wilmington Square. He owned 
the tannery in North Wilming- 
ton. | 

Engine One, with a station near 
the site of the post office, had 16 
men in the parade. The Captain 
was Daniel Boynton. The hose 
wagon for Engine One followed, 
a wagon built by Milton Holt. 

Engine Two, the company sta- 
tioned at the tannery in North 
Wilmington, followed. Joseph Hill 
was the captain and Almon 
Thompson was the lieutenant. 
The privates all wore “natty blue 
shirts and white duck trousers,” 
as they were described. The uni- 
forms were donated by Harriman.

Thomas T. Sidelinker was the 
marshall of the second division, 
which consisted of 15 wagons. 
The Buck Bros. grocers had two 
teams. There was a team from 
the Union Ice Company and four 
teams from local butchers, Lewis 
Holt, C.E. Carter, M.F. Holt and 
A.C. Buck. 

There were several other wag- 
ons, including one from Perry’s 
Blacksmith Shop. The town farm 
had three dump carts in the 
parade. Dinner followed in the 
Congregational Church’ vestry. 
There was such a turnout that it 
took two seatings to adequately 
serve the throng. That delayed 
the speaking program until 3 p.m. 

The Hon. Levi S. Gould, chair- 
man of the Middlesex County 
Commissioners, was the first 
speaker. He had been raised in 
Wilmington and told how father 
had paid 10 cents a week as his 


tuition in the East School on 


Woburn Street at the corner of 
Federal Street. The teacher was 
Mr. Robinson. 

The second speaker was State 
Sen. Chester Clark, who lived in 
the big house at the corner of

nue. He told of Wilmington’s first » 


representative in 1735, a man 
named Daniel Pierce, and gave 
an animated contrast between the 
town of 1735 and the present time: 

Judge W.H.H. Emmons, the 
controversial police commission- 
er of Boston and a summer re$si- 
dent of Wilmington told of his 
first night in Wilmington in 1886. 
A maid had put “Rough on Rats” 
poison in the tea that was served 
at the Ford-Blanchard house. He 
said he was only present thanks 
to the ministrations of Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell.

accepted the resignation of 
Police Chief Mark Segalla, 
effective June 28, 2019.

A special prosecutor repor- 
tedly approved the filing of 
charges against Segalla in 
the domestic incident which 
occurred in Tewksbury.

That devotion to duty has 
been understood by jour- 
nalists across America 
throughout our nation’s 
history. Like first respon- 
ders, journalists run tow- 
ard danger.

But the greatest recent 
loss of journalists on Am- 
erican soil was not during 
the heat of battle. It hap- 
pened on June 28, 2018, 
when five newspaper em- 
ployees were gunned down 
in their offices at the Ca- 
pital-Gazette, in Annapolis, 
Maryland. The shooter was 
apprehended. Law enforce- 
ment officers said he held 
a grudge against the paper 
for its coverage. 

That announcement was 
chilling. It strikes at every 
reporter, editor and pub- 
lisher who has presented 
unpopular information to 
readers and viewers. Whe- 
ther it is a story of public

ext door to Sequoia 
National Park is the 
beautiful and equally 
impressive Kings Can- 
yon. The two parks are in the 
same range of the Sierra 
Nevadas and are dually man- 
aged by the park service. 

‘Kings provides the granite 
edks in contrast to the 
green and cinnamon colored 
groves of Sequoia. Kings was 
declared a national park in 
1940, taking over what was 
once General Grant National 
Park, an earlier extension of 


Sequoia NP and declared by 
naturalist John Muir as “a 
wilderness sanctuary for the 
sequoias.” 

In fact, while at Kings, visi- 
tors can see the General 
Grant tree, the second largest 
living organism on earth, a 
massive sequoia second only 
to the General Sherman tree 
down the road in Sequoia NP. 
Kings Canyon has many 
waterfalls, meadows and sev- 
eral groves of sequoias itself, 
while offering distinct scen- 
ery and terrain different from 
its sister park so close by. 

Both parks are accessed 
via the Generals Highway 
and visitors can enjoy the 30

mile Kings Canyon Scenic 
Byway to gain an overview of 
the park and drive through 
one of the deepest canyons in 
North America. Glaciers 
carved out Kings and left 
smooth and sheer walls to 
look down into the meadows 
and basins below. The drive 
passes the lovely Zumwalt 
Meadow and Kings River, 
Big Baldy and Little Baldy 
Ridge, Cedar Grove visitor 
center, and terminates at a 
permit station which re- 
quires special access to con- 
tinue on hikes into deeper 
parts of the wilderness. 

The rushing Kings River is 
a refreshing stop in the valley

floor, where the deep snow- 
pack this year made for a full 
river and loads of mist com- 
ing off the falls. There is an 
immense diversity of wildlife 
including birds, many types 
of squirrels, mule deer, black 
bear, lizards, wildflowers, 
and the climate-impacted pi- 
ka. We saw Steller’s jays, 
quail, chickarees and west- 
ern fence lizards doing their 
pushups. 

The road curves and winds 
and leaves no margin for 
error as it rises through the 
canyon. In several places 
drivers are encouraged to use 
a lower gear, and water sta- 
tions are available to cool off 
brakes. Mobile home users 
should check in advance as 
certain length vehicles are 
not permitted on some 


. ~ switchbacks. 


A small village at Grant 
Grove is a fine starting point 
to grab a map, see an infor- 
mational film and enjoy ex- 
hibits which explain the top- 
ography and geologic history 
of the area. A general store, 


restaurant and gift shop are 
all set in an attractive area 
which blends in_ nicely. 
These areas were popular 
tourist destinations at the 
advent of automobile travel 
and were almost circus like 
in atmosphere. 

The National Park Service 
continuously strives to re- 
verse that feel and seeks to 
disturb as little as possible. 
Visitors will find minimal ser- 
vices in keeping with that 
goal. Don’t expect cell serv- 
ice, gas stations or fancy rest- 
rooms. 

Not to be missed is Pano- 
ramic Point, accessed direct- 
ly behind the visitor center, 
affording incredibly stunning 
views of the Sierras for 
miles, all the way out to the 
snow capped granite peaks 
which often stay white all 
summer. For those familiar 


with the White Mountains of 


New Hampshire, this view is 
multiplied by 10.

To be able 
to do something that special 
with your best friends is 
amazing. There's not anoth- 
er group of guys who I would 
want to accomplish some- 
thing like that with." 

This is the second national 
title for the Commodores, 
the other coming in 2011. 
The 8-2 victory over a sur- 
prised Michigan team in 
game three of the series put 
a stamp on an incredible 
season. Vanderbilt finished 
with a 59-12 overall record

with two of those losses 
coming in separate best-out- 
of-three series during their 
championship run, including 
the finale versus Michigan. 
"It is difficult to win 
regardless of how good of a 
team that you have," said 
Vanderbilt head coach Tim 
Corbin. "We played well-all 
year but I think it's tough to 
finish something off being 
one of 300 teams (in the 
country) especially being a 
highly ranked team and hav- 
ing the bulls-eye on your 
back all season. We were 
ranked number one in a lot 
of pre-season polls, so the 
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Jay Petros was a Hall of Famer [ 
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the 5’9’’ 175-pound Petros 
rushed for 1,161 yards and 
seored 84 points, averaging 
8.1 yards per carry. 

As a senior he improved on 
these numbers with 1,376 
yards on the ground with 112 
points. During Jay’s three 
years at TMHS the Redmen 
finished with a 22-7-1 record, 
winning the Merrimack 
Valley Conference 
Championship with a 9-1-0 
seagon in 1976. 

Pétros was also a vaunted 
tra@k athlete at TMHS, run- 
ning-the 40-yard dash in 4.7 
seconds.

Alberts was one of 40 appli- 
cants who applied for the 
WHS position back in March 
of 2016 when then AD Ed 
Harrison had announced his 
retirement, effective of June 
30th of that year. Besides 
Quigley, Alberts also got the 
nod over several in-house 
candidates at the time 
including Kevin Welch, 
Dennis Ingram and former 
WHS Girls' Basketball coach 
Brie Karow. 

Before coming to WHS, 
Alberts served as the AD at 
Matignon High School in 
Cambridge for three years 
and that came after serving 
as the Director of Alumni 
Relations at BC High. He 
previously graduated from 
BC High, where he played 
soccer and lacrosse. He then 
went on to receive various 


degrees from Marquette 
University and the 
University of 
Missouri/Columbia. 

Alberts followed Larry 
Cushing Sr (1951-1977), 


James Martin (1978), Jim 
Gillis (1979-2004) and 
Harrison (04-16) as the only 
athletic directors in the his- 
tory of WHS. 

During his three years, 
Alberts replaced eight head 
coaches including 
Cheerleading twice, Boys 
and Girls Lacrosse, Girls 
Hockey, Girls Basketball and 
Football, while during his 
run most notably’ the 
Football and Girls Tennis 
teams both hosted and won a 
playoff game/match for the 
first time in program histo- 
ry.

His coach remembers

Coach Bob Aylward attend- 
ed Jay’s Memorial Mass 
that was celebrated July 3 at 
the Our Lady of Mercy 
Catholic Church in 
Merrimack, New 
Hampshire. His first memo- 
ries of the star running back 
would drift back to what he 
would call “a young senior”- 
for Jay was just 16-years old 
as a senior at the high 
school. 

“Jay was the whole pack- 
age in my opinion,” remem- 
bers Aylward. “He always 
played football, but he never 
really loved football. He 
would tell you himself that 
he never really loved foot- 
ball. He achieved so much 
given that he was a 16-year- 
old senior. He was a terrific 
player. He had a combina- 
tion of rare skills. He was 
strong, quick, agile and fast. 
He was unique because he 
was so strong at 16. And he 
was tough.” 

Aylward tells a story of 
Petros during a 1976 practice 
going one-on-one in a drill 
against tough and very 
strong linebacker Billy 
Ashe, a quad captain with 
Jay’s brother Mark “Fuzzy” 
Petros and Rick McGillick. 
Petros didn’t back down 
from Ashe. And he never

backed down during a game 
either. Jay could run hard 
inside before burning 
defenses with bursts of 
speed to the outside. 

“Jay could match up 
strength-wise with anyone 
on the team,” recalls 
Aylward.

Jay, 
Jenny and Myke would 
honor their dad, as would 
former TMHS teammates 
Mike Silverio and David 
Burns with guest book mem- 
ories. 

“It was a pleasure playing 
on the same football team 
with Jay, and it was an 
honor sharing the same 
backfield. I was his blocking 
back, although he didn’t 
need my help. Jay was the 
best football player and an 
even better person,” wrote 
Silverio. “I was fortunate 
enough to have been a 
schoolmate and a football 
teammate at TMHS,” 
recalled David Burns. “I will 
always remember him as 
the great player that he was, 
but more importantly the 
person that he was. He was 
always welcoming, and very 
humble. He was someone 
who made you feel that you 
were his friend, and that’s 
the way that I will always 
think of him.” 

The memorial service for 
Jay Petros was filled with a 
family coming together to 
support one another after 
the loss of two brothers who 
loved each other uncondi- 
tionally. Brothers Joe and 
Mark were there with their 
sisters Denise and Christine 
to support their mother 
Beverly. Jay’s dad Joseph 
M. Petros lost a three-year 
battle with cancer on May 1, 
2005. The most senior Petros 
was 73-years-old when he 
died, and it’s not a stretch to 
say that this family’s 
strength and kindness all 
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started with Joe. He was, the’ 
kind of man who looked you

This season ended a three- 
year career for Gillis, who 
came to VU after an incred- 
ible four-year career at 
WHS. 

"My first connection to

Francisco Giants)," 
‘explained Corbin. "Walter

s@Jackson's father) Joe 
Gillis. Walter had always 
‘said that (Jackson) had a 
‘special arm so we started 
recruiting him when he was 
in the tenth grade. I remem- 
ber when he was playing 
quarterback for the (JV) 
Football team for 
Wilmington High School. We 
went there to see him 
(pitch) and we loved his 
delivery and loved the way 
the ball came out of his 
hand. 

“Then it was just a matter 
of the years to come and 
deciding if (adding 
Jackson) was a right fit for 
both him and for us. 
Towards the middle to latter 
part of his junior year, we 
decided to go ahead and 
offer him an opportunity 
and thank goodness he took 
it. The rest is it. He came 
here and he was one of 
those Massachusetts kids 
that we enjoyed recruiting 
and it's worked out very 
well." 

Gillis appeared in 16 
games in the 2017 season, 20 
in 2018 and just seven this 
year. He was 0-0 with a 3.60 
ERA in his first year, 4-1 
with a 4.81 ERA last year 
and then had a 5.14 ERA 
this season. Towards the lat- 
ter half of last season, Gillis 
dominated as a relief pitch- 
er, not allowing a run and 
just three extra base hits in 
‘his last six appearances. 

"He really came on in the 
latter half (of last season)," 
‘said Corbin. "He was really 
‘throwing the ball well. He 
‘has special stuff, he really 
‘does. He has a very good 
fastball and a very good 
-breaking ball too and that's 
a lot of electricity to his 
ball. He was at a point 
where he was facing some 
‘very good competition on 
‘the road and he was throw- 
‘ing quite well. He just had 
some really good stuff (dur- 
ing that stretch)." 

- This year though, Gillis 


threw just seven innings, 
which included giving up 
four earned runs, while 
walking five and striking 
out seven. His command 
was off a bit, but Corbin 
said that was mostly 
because of the inconsistency 
of getting into games. 

"He was dinged up a little 
bit at the beginning of the 
season so we had to cut him 
down a bit," said Corbin. 
"But then as we got into the 
spring, it was just that we 
had others who had pitched 
more than he had and you 
have a kid like Jack Gillis 
who has the type of stuff 
that he does so why isn't he 
pitching a little bit more? 
Those innings just ended up 
going to kids who at that 
time were the hot hands. 
Jack was one of.those kids 
who we planned on getting 
into games but it was just 
we couldn't find a lot of time 
for him." 

Still through the seven 
games, Gillis still had his 
electric stuff - a 94 mile per 
hour heater, a tremendous 
curveball, a good change- 
up, while he has developed a 
slider. 

"He can get it up there for 
sure," said Corbin. 

While Gillis has always 
had the "stuff" on the 
mound, he will be the first to 
admit that he needed some 
improvement in other areas. 

"Going to Vanderbilt 
helped me so much," said 
Gillis. "It's such a great aca- 
demic school and obviously 
the baseball is great too. 
Going in, it was a lot more 
than I had expected. (My 
time there) made me grow 
up in so many ways whether 
it's how to communicate 
better with people, how to go 
about baseball everyday and 
about treating others. There 
was just so many areas that 
I needed to improve upon, 
especially off the field. 
Coach Corbin is such a big 
reason why I matured so 
much. I have just learned so 
much over the last three 
years. 

"I'm just so thankful that I 
had an opportunity to come 
into such a great school and 
program, and do well both 
academically and athletical- 
ly and off the field as well. 
Going from a public school 
to a Division 1 collegiate 
program is a big jump and 
the support I had support 
from the entire athletic 
staff, the academic advi- 
sors, the tutors and just 
everyone. They gave me all 
of the tools to be successful. 
Looking back over the three 
years, I have realized how 
much Vanderbilt University 
has given me and it really is 
a blessing." 

Gillis added that Corbin 
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Jackson Gillis and the rest of the Vanderbilt University Baseball team celebrated as the National Champions two -weeks 
ago after beating Michigan in a best of three series. 


has been like "a second 
father to me." 

"Coach Corbin is just so 
awesome," said Gillis. "He 
really helped me so much 
with baseball, he has helped 
me off the field, he has 
helped me grow up a lot 
since I first got to the 
school. He's one of the top 
influences I have ever had 
in my life. He has always 
had my back, he has always 
supported me_ through 
everything and he has 
always done the best he 
could for me. I am just so 
grateful that he came into 
my life and my years with 
him at Vanderbilt. 

“Without Coach Corbin, I 
can guarantee that I would 
not be the person I am 
today. I just can't explain 
how thankful I am for him. 
We have a great relation- 
ship. I know he will always 
be there for me. Being so far 
from home, he was almost 
like a second father to me. 
He helped me with so much 
more than just baseball. He 
was just so supportive of 
everything, so helpful, so 
caring and I'm just so grate- 
ful to have him in my life." 

Before Gillis expressed his 
full gratitude towards 
arguably the greatest colle- 
giate baseball coach, he 
said first and foremost, the 
credit of his success in all 
aspects goes to his parents, 
Joe and Andrea. 

"Growing up, I always 
loved baseball. It's always 
been a dream of mine to go 
to Vanderbilt and to get 
there and play there," he 
said. "I just feel so blessed 
to be able to play in a pro- 
gram like that and to play 
for someone like Coach 
Corbin. Just to be able to 
live out my dream like that, 
is just such a blessing. I 
never would have thought 
when I was in high school 
that I would be in the posi- 
tion that I am now. All of the 
hard work over the years 
and all of the people in my 
life who have done every- 
thing to help me get to the 
position that I am in now, is 
a really a blessing. It starts 
with my parents. All of the 
support that they have given 
me from little league to high 
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school and to college, they 
have done everything. They 
have gone to all of my 
games and they are the rea- 
sons why I'm in the position 
that I am now. I can't be 
thankful enough to both of 
them as well as all of the 
other people who have 
helped me get to this point." 

The point today, is three 


- years of attending classes 


and pitching for a top rate 
college, and being a part of 
a national championship 
club. 

"It was a really good series 
and Michigan played us 
really well," he said. "After 
we lost that first game, we 
never seemed to lose confi- 
dence and never lost sight 
on what type of team we are 
and what we are capable of 
doing. We just needed to 
focus on what we had to do 
over those next two days, 
stay centered and stay 
loose." 

After Vanderbilt won the 
two must-win games to cap- 
ture the title and the team 
had some days to celebrate, 
Gillis decided it was time to 
take the next step. 

"I believe he has decided to 
play professional baseball," 
said Corbin. "It's something 
that he has dreamed about 
every since he was a little 
kid. He's that type of kid 
who can jump into another 
system fast. I thought over 
the last month here with us, 
that he was really starting 
to find it again at the end of 
the year. 

“He's a special kid. He's 
done so well academically 
and he has just grown a lot 
as a person and as a player. 
I really enjoyed being 
around him. I think (matur- 
ing) happens here at 
Vanderbilt but I think it 
really did with him. He's 
changed his body, he's a 
good looking kid and his 
personality has grown. 

“It's great that he is feel- 
ing really good about him- 
self right now with what he 
is going academically and 
athletically, and now having 
a chance to pitch profession- 
ally."

Gillis decides to go pro 
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Alonardo: who pitched a 
year in the Independent 
League and then Stephen 
Peterson, who grew up in 
Danvers but has extensive 
family in Wilmington. He 
pitched five seasons in the 
Brewers Organization from 
2011-16, reaching AAA, 
appearing in 201 games, all 
as a reliever, finishing with a 
25-16 record, 9 saves and a 
3.16 ERA. 

Gillis won't know which 
team he will be assigned to 
until after he takes his phys- 
ical, signs his contract and 
meets with the Brewers 
administrators and coaches, 
but no matter where he 
lands, he is ecstatic about 
this once-ina-lifetime oppor- 
tunity. 

"I'm thankful that the 
organization is enabling me 
to live out my lifelong 
dream," he said. "I will not 
take anything for granted. 
It'll be great once I get there. 
I'm going to work my hard- 
est and do everything I can 
to keep progressing on and 
off the field. Hopefully down 
the line, I'm able to move up 
the ladder (in the organiza- 
tion), but for me, it's just 
such a thrill to be able to 
play professional baseball." 

Gillis is coming off a sea- 
son at Vanderbilt where he 
logged just seven innings. 
The team's head coach Tom 
Corbin was asked if that was 
common, having a collegiate 
player throw seven innings 
all season and get drafted in 
the 13th round. 

"We have seen that before 
mostly because of the depth 
of our pitching staff and tal- 
ent on our staffs. We had a 
kid pitch two innings for us 
(several years ago) and he 
got drafted pretty high. It's 
just with this type of staff, 
the talent that they all have, 
it's not easy to pitch every 
single one of them," said 
Corbin. 

Corbin had a sit down 
meeting with Gillis - and 12 
other Vanderbilt players who 
were also drafted -- after the 
completion of the season and 
the two chatted about a lot of 
things including the possibil- 
ity of leaving college for 
days pro ball. 

"I have full belief in every 
single one of those kids (who 
will turn pro),” said Corbin. 
“They all have the talent to 
do whatever they want. If we 


| think it's a move that will 


benefit them, then yes I back 
them (100 percent). Jack has 
been on (scouts) radar ever 
since his sophomore year (n 
college). They have felt that 
he's the type of kid -who 
would be high on their. lists.” 
Gillis was asked about leav- 
ing Vanderbilt and what-hap- 
péns next academically? © - 
"This coming fall in the off-
